HE DESCRIBES THE ATTACK. 


LOG OF BOSUN’S MATE DEIGNAN. 

Arrived at home at 10 o'clock a. m. on 
Saturday. Citizens with band waiting 
for me. Girls waiting to kiss me. I 
got off the train. Felt nervous when I 
saw the girls all waiting to kiss me, 
but after I got started it was all right. 
I did mot know when to stop. 

The band escorted me to my home. 
Governor Shaw, Judge Granger, La- 
fayette Young, Attorney General Rem- 
ley, and State Treasurer John Her- 
riott were present at the reception in 
the evening in the city hall and made 
speeches on the heroism displayed by 
myself and others during the war. 


Merrimac Hero Is‘ Kissed to 


that Miss Hackthorne was Deignan's sweet- 
heart. So the committee returned rejoicing 
and Miss Hackthorne became a heroine. 

Boatswain Deignan arrived In town at just 
9:35 o'clock this morning. At 9:35% he re- 
ceived the first kiss, the time being deter- 
mined by a horseman from Des Moines who 
had a stop watch. 


Whole City Greets the Hero. 


When the train came into the depot it 
seemed as though everybody in town ex- 
cept Miss Hackthorn was at thedepot. The 
Stuart Silver Cornet Band was backed up 
against the depot, and as Deignan in his 
blue sailor’s uniform stepped on the plat- 
form and the crowd began to cheer the band 
played ‘* See, the Conquering Hero Comes.” 
The crowd closed about him, and he was 
tossed around like a torpedo boat ina heavy 
sea for awhile, but finally the village con- 
stabulary made way for Mrs. Grimm, the 
hero’s mother, who threw her arms around 
her boy's neck and kissed him again and 
again, while the L. L. G. club grew green 
with envy and murmured to each other, 
“Just you wait.” 

After Deignan was rescued by the Recep- 
tion committee from the crowd he was 
escorted to the street, where the band had 
taken up a position. As he passed through 
the depot the L. L. G. girls lined up and 
shouted. 

‘One, two, three! 
Who are we? 
We are the girls of the L. L. G! 
Who's the hero of the land? 
He ts! he is! Our Deignan! 

When he heard this yell Deignan blushed 
and said, “I surrender.” ! 

The band started up ‘‘ When Johnnie Comes 
Marching Home,” and with Deignan and his 
brother and G. D. Eustis, the marshal of 
the day, marching behind, passed up Tre- 
mont street. Mrs. Grimm and her husband 
walked along on the sidewalk, and the L. 
L. G.s adanced as skirmishers in line of 
battle. 

It was four blocks ffom the depot to the 
hero’s home, and all the way the townspeo- 
ple lined the sidewalks, while behind Deig- 
nan came prominent citizens on horseback 
and in carriages, and finally the bicycle 
squad of the L. L. G., ready to cut off Deig- 
an’s retreat if he should attempt to escape.

Attitude of the Powers. . 

The powers seem to be falling over each 
other in a desire to show their friendliness 
for the United States. Salisbury has already 
spoken for Great Britain, and Count Cas- 
sini, the Russian Ambassador here, has 
also taken particular pains to emphasize the 
good feeling which the Russians entertain 
for this country. Emperor William has 
stated that there will be no protest on his 
part if sovereignty over the Philippines 
should be ceded the United States, and 
while the newspapers and some of the peo- 
ple of France are inclined to be hostile, the 
French government has on a number of oc- 
casione manifésted a feeling of friendliness 
for this government. Some fear is enter- 
tained that when Emperor William reaches 
Madrid he may be Indiscreet enough to say 
something which would be construed by the 
Spaniards to mean that he would assist 
them if the Spanish representatives now at 
Paris should withdraw and return to Madrid. 
No other European ruler would be foolish 
enough to say anything on which such a 
construction could be put, and Spain is the 
only government which would derive any 
comfort from any such remarks and hope 
for any assistance. | 

When the demand for the cession of the 
Philippine archipelago is made and acceded 
to, it will be comparatively smooth sailing 
to adjust the monetary question, and this 
will, in all probability, be left to the Ameri- 
can commission; but it is almost certain that 
Spain will be recompensed only for the ex- 
penditures for municipal improvements in 
the Philippines and not one cent of the mil-

ntimately concerned in the deal there is 
likely to. follow a consolidation of all the 
South Side traction lines, with the proba- — 
‘bility that the scheme will take in eventual- 
ly the Yerkes systems on the North and 
‘West Sides. 

Active negotiations tnvolving’ the first 
three lines have been in progress here for 
over a week, and the statement is made by 
those in a position to know that the proposi-

Will Demand Long Franchises. | 

President Bowen of the Chicago City rail- 
way company said one thing at the confer- 
ence at the Union League club on Friday 
, with some of the ‘reform’ Aldermen 
which was of importance. He was asked 
by Alderman Alling if the companies stood 
out for fifty-year franchises or would be 
contented with a shorter term. 

To this President Bowen answered that 
the companies must have fifty-year fran- 
chises, that no less would satisfy them, and 
that was what they would ask for. As the 
Mayor and most of the Aldermen are op- 

sed to such franchises under any terms 
the position of the roads is significant. 

Ex-Governor John P. Altgeid’s strong 
language in discussing the probability of 
the passage of street railway franchise ex- 
tension ordinances created some stir yester- 
day. He said: 

‘* The people should rise up and buy ropes, 
as they. did in Cleveland some time ago 
when Mark Hanna was after street railroad 
franchises.” 

The ex-Governor said he believed such a 
demonstration was necessary as the only 
way of defeating the extension ordinances. 
He said the Aldermen have no conception 
of the value of the franchises or the value 
of their individual votes to the corporations. 
Continuing, thé ex-Governor said: 

“The par Value of the stocks and bonds 
of the various railways in Chicago is up- 
ward of $120,000,000. It is estimated that 
the extension ordinances containing pro- 
visions for a five-cent fare will nearly 
sdouble this figure. 

“The lowest estimate by a conservative 
financier puts the increased value of the 
securitiea.after the passage of the extension 
ordinance at $40,000,000. This does not take 
into consideration the value of the fran- 
chise that will run for fifty years.

Her singing throughout 
the opera was faultless and her acting was 
as good as need be for so stagy a work as 
‘ Traviata.’’ At the end of the first act 
she had to repeat her solo and the high F 
brought forth thunders of applayse. Her 
last act was particularly good, because the 
death scene was simple and unexaggerated. 
S0 many actresses and singers have been 
such an unconscionable time in dying either 
as Camille or Violetta that it is a great re- 
lief to find one of whom it truly can be said 
that her death. brought sorrow to the audi- 
ence.

HAS KEPT HIS VOW TO 
FILL DRUNKARD’S GRAVE. 


ott He Was Engaged to Marry Eloped 
with Another Man-—His Oath Never 


to Be Sober—Dies a Wreck in a‘New 
Haven Hospital. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 12.—[ Special. }— 
The death of Edward Thomas Trowbridge at . 
the New Haven Hospital today closes one of 
life’: sad and strange romances. 

Twenty-five years ago Trowbridge was one 
of New Haven’s most promising young busi- 


+ ness-men of good family, college bred, and 


dashing in his ways. 
Trowbridge was born in Albany fifty-four 
rs ago, the son of the man who built the 
rst coach that ran over the New York 
tral railway. Before this enterprise the 
elder Trowbridge had accumulated a com- 
ency as rare of the old stage route 
between New York and West Albany. 
oung Trowbridge settled in New Haven 
and secured the position of cashier in the 
desmen’s Bank. 
_ Inthe early summer of 1876 he was to have 
married the belle of Litchfield, Miss Mary E, 
Crossman, the daughter of a hotel proprie- 
tar. On the wedding day she eloped with 
agother man. 
The blow was a terrible one to young 
Trowbridge. He took an oath not to draw 
another sober breath, and to end in a drunk- 
ard’s grave. 

This vow he has kept faithfully for twenty- 
two years, On the death of his father Trow- 
bridge and a brother consumed the most of 
their share of the estate of nearly half a 
million in travéling in ‘this country and 
abroad. - 

Recently Trowbridge lived at the porte 
House in Court street. Superintendent 
Hotchkiss was yesterday notified of his se- 
sious condition and ordered his removal to 
the hospital.

Ordinarily Europe, inclined to take favora- 
ble views of the United States situation, 
was contented with devoting herself 
sensitive speculative stock issues, but now, 
in more serious mood, more thoroughly per- 
suaded of the thoroughness of stability 
here, puts -money into mortgages, bonds— 
trades with us from the investment rather 
than the merely speculative standpoint. 


Europe Has No Other Market.

It was strong, he said, among 
the comervative element, which does not 
know t element may control a conven- 
tion if me were held, and is disposed to let 
well enggh alone. Again, the delegates to 
such aponvention must be elected in the 
Senatoral districts as State Senators now 
aré choen, and while they would probably 
be of ajigher class they would be chosen by 
the sage interests which now elect the 
membes of the State Legislature. So far 
as Chiggo is concerned he did not think it 
necesety to hold a convention.

SENDING ‘STRINGS’ BY EXPRESS 


N these days of universal railway trans- 
portation horses, as well as every thing 
and everybody else, make frequent jour- 
neys by rail. Popular racehorses, like 

~ gtar actors, are obliged to travel express 
fn order to fulfil! their engagements, and 
sometimes have their private car, this when 
they are famous -winners at races, while 
who pride themselves 
upon their teams, take them, asa matter of 
gourse, with the rest of their establishment, 
$#om Chicago to Newport, or to California, 
and back again. 

Nevertheless the shipment of horses is al- 
ways attended with more or less risk; there- 
fore neither railroad nor express companies 
make any effort to solicit such passengers. 
They take them to accommodate the public, 
and place their charges sufficiently high to, 
cover all risks, notwithstanding the fact that 
for stock sent by freight the ratlroad com-' 
panies disclaim all responsibility. The 
usual price for the transportation of a 
horse by freight is.about twice as much as 
the cost of a first-class passenger ticket for 

the same distance; nor does this include 
anything beyond the bare transportation; 
for everything else, including the man who 
is required to accompany the horse, and who 
the shipper must engage, an extra charge is 
made. 

. Express companies do a considerable busi- 
ness im the carriage of racehorses, where 
time is all important and expense tis not con- 
sidered.

The chorus of a 
great opera company has never earned its 
just tribute of praise. It is true that praise 
is hard to bestow upon a body of singers 
who insistently sing off the key—there never 
yet was a chorus that maintained the pitch 
throughout a performance—but in other re- 
spects they are wonderful people. Where- 
as the répertoire of a great singer consists 
of five or six or at most a dozen parts, the 
chorus has to know seventy or eighty 
operas by heart. They have to be at the 
stage door every night ready to go on and 
sing one of these operas which the impresario 
may see fit to substitute for the one already 
chosen. They sing every night and they 
often rehearse every day. At rehearsals 
they really sing their music inetead of walk- 
ing through the parts as the big stars do, 
and while the star has q4 prompter reading 
each line as the music proceeds, the chorus 
singer depends upon his own memory or 
‘that ef his neighbor. If the opera com- 
pany fails, as opera companies occasionally

Importance of the Chorus. 

And yet all the popular operas depend 
upon the chorus. You might cut the part 
of Valentine from ‘* Faust,’’ and no one 
would notice it, but you would create a riot 
if you left out the Boldiers’ Chorus.”

Thus’ it may be remembered that Queen 
Victoria’s uncle, the Duke of York, undoubt- 
edly the most profane, immoral, and hard 
drinking of all the sons of King George 
III. of England, was titular Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Osnabruck, an office conferred 
upon him by his father in his capacity as 
King of Hanover. It is needless to say 
that the Duke of York never officiated as

LANDOR’S “FORBIDDEN LAND” 


T is almost like getting a new book by 
Thackeray every month to get the volumes 
in the new biographical edition of his 
works now being published by Messrs. 
Harper. Mrs. introductions 
-are so much in her father’s manner and yet 
one can hardly call her imitative. I sup- 
pose that in reading and rereading his let- 
ters she has become saiu with his 
style, which is also hers by right of in- 
heritance. I like it in her for that reason, 
. but in any one else it would be inexcusable. 
One only forgave it in Du Maurier because 
of other qualities. . 

“The Newcomes¢ which will be published 
on the 15th, is not among the three most 
popular of Thackeray's novels, but I think 
that it comes fourth on the list. There are 
those who put it at. the ‘head, but they are 
the few. It is a sad story, but then what 
chapters from real life are not sad! Col- 
onel Newcome is as pathetic a figure as 
Don Quixote. Indeed, he is a sort of mod- 
ern, I mean nineteenth century, type of the 
high-minded Spaniard, a character, by the 
way, of whom Thackeray was fond. 

‘The Newcomes” was published in parts 
and I might say that it was written by starts. 
The preface was begun in Baden July 7, 1853, 
and the book was finished in Paris, June 
28, 1855. In the autumn of that year 
Thackeray made hissecond visit to America. 
As he traveled about the continent during 
those two years he wrote the mory which 
he says was “actually revealed to him 
in a little wood near Berne, Switzerland. 
On the subject of the original of Colone 
Newcome Mrs. Ritchie says: , 


Colonel Newcome’s Original. 
‘** It is almost touching to realize how many 
people have found the original of Colonel 


various individuals. I could almost laugh 
sometimes when one old friend after an- 
other says, ‘Have you never thought that 
so-and-so may have suggested the original 
character that your father must have meant 
to describe—? I never heard my father 
say that, when he wrote Colonel Newcome, 
any special person was in ‘his mind, butit 
was always an understood thing that my 
stepgrandfather had many of Colonel New- 
come’s characteristics, and there was also a 
brother of the Major’s, General Charles Car- 
michael, who was like Colonel Newcome in 
looks; a third family Colonel Newcome was 
Sir Richmond Shakespear, and how many 
more are there not, present, and yet to come? 
According to a friendly biographer of the 
Thackeray family they abound in India! It 
was of one of these officers in later years that 
‘my father wrote: 

*** T was shocked, not surprised, to find the 
other day that Colonel Newcome of —— 
House had been speculating unluckily, that 
his Gutta Percha company had swallowed a 
thousand wp, and is calling out for a thou- 
sand more. He wrote to me, desiring me to 
buy all his wine—£100 worth, that is. I 
wanted him to:take the money without send- 
ing me the wine, but this he utterly refused, 
declining to have anything but a bargain be- 
tween us.’ } 

‘‘I remember writing the last chapters of 
‘The Newcomes’ to my father’s dictation. 
I wrote on as he dictated more and more 
slowly, until he stopped short altogether, in 
the account of Colonel Newcome’s last ill- 
ness, when he said that he must now take the 
pen into his own hand, and he sent meaway. 

‘The last page of ‘The Newcomes’ was 
written not in the study in Onslow square, 
but at Paris on June 20, 1855. 

‘* That line * *’ which he draws with 
his own pen, ‘ the barrier’ across which he 
can see the figures retreating, was drawn one 
hot summer’s day in the Rue Godot de 
Mauroy, in a big shady room looking to- 
wards the old street. His cousins, Char- 
lotte and Jane Ritchie, had lent us their 
apartment for a few days, together with 
their housekeeper to look after us, and to 
prepare such chickens and fillets as she only 
knew how to evoke out of poultry and beef. 

“The manuscript of ‘The Newcomes’ is 
now at Charter house, in the museum, and 


wrote to a friend there, asking him where- 
abouts my father’s handwriting came in, in 
the last chapter. 
been to look at the manuscript, and that my 
writing left off, as I imagined, with the ac- 
count of the iliness in chapter fifty-two. My 
father then continued with his own hand, 
and it was with his cousin Charlotte's pen 
and on her writing table that he completed 
his work.”’ 
Author’s First Letter. 

One of the most interesting things in Mrs. 
Ritchie's introduction to this volume is the 
first letter that her father ever wrote, at 
least it is the earliest one among those now 
extant. It is addressed to ‘‘ Mrs. R. Thack- 
eray, care of Messrs. Palmer, Calcutta, per 
Prince of Orange.’’ It took a long time to 
write, and six months to reach its journey's 
end, and is dated from Fareham, in 1817. 

“My Dear Mama: I hope you are quite 
well. I have given my dear grandmama a 
kiss; my Aunt Ritchie is very good to me. 
I like Chiswick; there are so many good boys 
to play with. St. James’ Park is a very fine 
place. St. Paul’s Church, too, I like very 
much; it is a finer place than I expected, I 
hope Captain Smyth i8 well; give my love 


home to your affectionate son, 

WILLIAM THACKERAY.” 

Mrs. Ritchie tells us that her father ‘* took 
his writings as seriously as any reviewer 
could do. He looked upon himself as a 
lay preacher, even more than a maker of 
stories,” But, thank heaven. his preaching 
was not that of cant or sensationalism. To 
a clergyman acquaintance he wrote: 

**I want, too, to say in my way, that love 
and truth are the greatest of heaven's com- 
mandments and blessings to us; that the 
best of us, the many especially who pride 
themselves on their virtue most, are wretch- 
edly weak, vain, and selfish, and at least 
to preach such a charity as a cOmmon sense 
of our shame and unworthiness might in- 
spire to us poor people. 

**I hope men of my profession do no harm 
who talk this doctrine out of doors to peo- 
ple in drawing-rooms and in the world. 
Your duty in church takes you a step high- 
er—that awful step beyond ethics, which 
leads you up to God's revealed truth. What 
a tremendous responsibility his is who has 
that mystery to explain! What a prodigious 
boon the faith which makes it clear to him! "’ 


Landor’s ‘‘ Forbidden Land.’’

INQUIRE INTO CITY IMPROVEMENTS. 


Questions and Answers in Invest 
tion by Real Estate Committee. 

Considerable interest has been aroused by 
the questions put to the Board of Public 
Improvement by the Public Service commit- 
tee of the Real Estate board named to inves- 
tigate the alleged excessive cost of city im- . 
provements. A stenographic report of the 
proceedings was made, from which the fol- 
lowing extracts are taken: 

Mr. Givins—The property-owner is paying inter- 
est on the four installments from the word go, and 
he does not get the work done for six or eight 
menths, and the first installment has to be paid 
for before any work is done, frequently. 

Mr. May—He is paying 6 per cent on the install- 
ment. If you put it back he would simply pay it 
eleht months later than he would otherwise have 
done. . 

Mr. Givins—He is gers 6 per cent interest on 
our instailisents for nothing. 

Mr. May—The statute provides that interest 
shall commence thirty days after confirmation. 

Mr. Givins—The statute should be changed. It 
is shown that the difference between the charges 
made to the property-owners by the city and the 
cost of the improvements by private contract is 
from 50 to 75 per cent higher when done by the 
city than when done by private contract. I don’t

EXPORTERS AND LOCAL TRADERS 
TAKING HOLD MORE FREELY. 


Anxiety of Foreigners to Get on the 
“ Long ” Side Creates a Bullish Sen- 
timent, Which Drives a Considera- 

ble Number of Local Shorts to Cover 
and Brings About Slightly Higher 
Prices—Not Much Doing in Coarse. 
Grain or Provisions, ; 


Hither there is a remarkable foreign de- 


mand for wheat or the New York people 
who are supposed to be in practical control 
of the December delivery are furnishing @ 
lot of bullish information for the benefit of 
local traders. It was on New York reports 
of export demand and estimates of export 
engagements that the local December price 
was advanced above calls. The short in- 
terest which was left unprotected on Fri- 
day was run in, and considerable bullish 
sentiment among the scalpers was de- 
veloped. A business for export was reported 
as worked on offers over night, and the final 
estimates of export engagements were of 100 
to 125 loads. One prominent New York 
house reported the continent excited and 
anxious to buy wheat, but the public cables 
did not suggest any such situation. Paris 
was 5 to 10 centimes higher, but Antwerp, a 
market supposed to r@resent more nearly 
conditions in the cash market, was 12% 
centimes lower. Liverpool was 4d up at the 
close, while consols were sufficiently up to 
indicate that the advance in wheat had no 
connection with the political situation. The 
Liverpool strength was explained as being 
due to a scarcity of spot wheat. Germany 
was said to be buying in the French market, 
and the export business was supposed to be 
largely with continental buyers. An export 
business of 225,000 bu of rye was announced, 
the grain being taken at German ports. All 
the announcements regarding receipts of 
wheat were bearish, but they were in a 
measure ignored on account of the export de- 
mand. The December price ranged from 
65i4c, the close on Friday, up to 66c bid. 
The closing price of 65%c showed a net gain 
of \%c to *%e. | 
lAberal Figures on Exports. 

Primary receipts were 1,540,000 bu, against 
1,119,000 bu the corresponding day last year. 
Clearances for the week were somewhat 
disappointing at 3,647,000 bu, against 
6,750,000 bu the previous week. Clearances 
for the day, however, avere liberal at 956,000 
bu in wheat and flour. The clearances re- 
ported by Newport News were heavy. The 
Northwest had 1,229 cars, against 1,374 a 
week ago and 1,230 a year ago. Local re- 
celpts were 365 cars, against 272 a week 
ago and 131 a year ago. The local cash mar- 
ket opened up strong, but apparently lost 
some of its snap before the close of the ses- 
sion. 

The considerations in corn were purely 
local and restricted in application to the 
pit. There was no general business, and 
at one time the only feature in the market 
seemed to be the possibility of making a 
prominent local short advance his limits on’ 
buying orders in an effort to cover. The 
local stock of corn is expected to show 
a good decrease for the week. Liverpool 
was fractionally higher. Local receipts 
were 450 cars, with an estimate of 470 for 
Monday. The primary receipts were not 
much larger than a year ago, while clear- 
ances were 775,000 bu. The Iowa State 
crop report confirms the government esti-.

nealthful. The chief terrors of winter out 
of doors are for those who liveindoors. The 
as of our civilization is so artificial that 
t fairly robs a man of half his nature. The 
average city man is pretty much a dressed 
up machine. He sleeps in a warm room, 
hurries from the warm room into a warm 
car (sometimes), and spends the day in a 
Warm office. If the thermometer goes to 
mero he protests as though he were per- 
sonally aggrieved and injured. It is all in 
the point of view. The city man is simply 
the animal, man, living under about the 
hardest conditions that ever confronted any 
animate being. He would really be much 
happier and healthier if he slept in the snow 
every night and ate breakfast with a cold 
wind blowing down his back. 

It was a reliance upon the experience of 
earlier days in similar matters which made 
us feel safe in making the somewhat novel 
attempt of a camping trip on the summit of 
the Continental Divide. Not a camping trip 
upon the summit of some low range, nora 
trip made in the pleasant days of summer 
or autumn, but a trip to the top of the 
Rockies, and that in the heart of wintertime. 
This was done in no bravado, but for the 
fun ofit. Better fun no man ever had than 
that, and keener sport was never offered to 
any sportsman tba:uthat Which we foundin 
hunting Rocky “Mountain big horn sheep in 


the icy, rm-swept clouds which in the 


Winter céver the crests of the Great Divide. 

It was sheep that we wanted, the moun- 
tain ram, with the great curving horns, 
whose head makes the trophy most) prised 
by American sportsmen after the skin of 
the grizzly bear. The head of a ram killed 
in the Rockies by fair stalking is a grand 
trophy, even when killed in the fall, when 
the camping and packing and hunting are 
all a thousand-fold easier than in the winter. 
Wo animal is more wary or harder to stalk. 
Its home is at the tops of the bolder moun- 
tain ranges, where it is difficult of approach 
at any season, its keeness of scent apd of 


vision making it a prince among game ani- 


Mais, even were it ever to be found in a 


region demanding less than good moun- 


taineering. It seemed to us that if we might 
make @ hunt for this creature at the hardest 
time and in the hardest country we might 
Qt least feel that we had had an experience. 


Game Protected by Law. 


The mountain sheep is now a scarce 
animal, and is rigidly protected by law. In 
some localities of the Rockies it is forbidden 
to kill that animal atany season. Of course, 
the winter season is too Jate to be the natural 
sporting time of year, in which this creature 
should ordinarily be hunted, and the hunter 
making such e hunt should only do so with 
Tany reservations and restrictions. As it

It was in 
the latter range that we were to make our 
trip, The Indians own that country and 
the Gtate*laws do not apply there. It was 
mot for us or for any one else to hunt there 
e@Zcept by special invitation and by special 
permission both of the Indians and their 
we had. 
the introduction and invitation of 
% W. Schultz and Billy Jackson, members 
of the tribe, and of Bear Chief, their head 
man, Whom we had met while he was Kast 
visiting the Great Father at Washington, we 
felt clear about going, the more so when the 
egent, Major Steel, gave his consent for the

Por two days we iay at Blackfoot, six 
miles from the agency, but could not get 
across. -A furious blizzard was raging and 
the air was so thick with the cutting ice that 
no man of all that hardy population would 
think of venturing out. e thermometer 
went far, far below zero, and the wind was 
& punishing one indeed. On the third day 
it came off bright. We put on our smoked 
glasses, so that we should not be blinded by 
the terrible glare of the shining snow, put 
on plenty of wool underwear, covered with 
buckskin shirts of the Indian tailor shops, 
Bundied our feet up in moccasins tied on 
over many pairs of socks, and covered our 
ears and faces with silk mufflers and caps. 
Then we piled our camp outfit into the sled 
box and started for the first twenty-five 

es of our winter drive, which lay across 
prairies and the first of the low foothills.

and has lived with the tribes ever since. 

He and Billy interpreted for us when we 
wanted to talk with the people. Without 

thelr aid we sheuld have been unable to 

speak with one other of our party. O-to-ko- 

mi, the Blackfoot, the best hunter of that 

tribe. A clean-cut sportsman, O-to-ko-mi, 

if ever there was one, though he had to bor- 

row a shirt and a pair of shoes. He looked 

at those great white, towering peaks, swept 

with their recurrent covering clouds of white 

or black storms, with the fearless eyeof the 

eagle. Nothing daunted him and nothing 
could tire him. Brown, and short, and 

weather-beaten, about as handsome as a 

wind-swept tree, he was the tndomitable 

soul of our hunt, the man who never tired, 
who did.the exploring and the hardest climb- 

ing, and did it for love of it. He was at 
home in these wild mountains, snow or 

shine, and they. gave him no fright. Of all 
the whole Blackfoot tribe he was the only 

one who cared to go up into the Two Medi- 
cine country in the winter for the fun of it. 

O-to-ko-mi was one of our hosts, and his 
courtesy knew no bounds. No one heard a 
whimper out of O-to+ko-mi on the trip. And 

he found sheep up there tn the clouds. 


Troubles at the Start. 


Our way to the camping ground was not 
aneasy one. We did well until, at the close 
of the second day out, we struck the timber 
at the Two Medicine Lake. Here for miles 
the team wallowed in snow up to their 
backs, and we had to unpack part of the 
load and carry it forward on our own backs. 
Of course the entire party was on snow- 
shoes, for without the snowshoe one could 
not travel a mile a day in that region, un- 
less that might be upon some of the wind- 
swept peaks where the wind had frozen the 


, snow into ice. It was nearly dark when we 


got a hole dug down to the bottom of the 
snow and rudely pitched our great Indian 
lodge. No tent for the real Western man, 
and especially no tent in the winter time. 
The wall tent is the commonest and poorest 
sort of tent made. The b sort is the In- 
dian lodge, from which the United States 
army got the Sibley tent idea. We dug and 
dug until we got downto the earth, then 
erected the many lodge poles and tightened 
the skin of the odgeand built a fire upon the 
ground in the middle of the lodge. We had 
no stove nor wanted ome. The American 
Indians never had any stoves, but they sur- 
vived some centuries of wet, and cold, and 
storm. When we got back to the agenéy we 
were asked if we had been cold. We could 
not say that we had not been cold, but we 
could truthfully say that we had not suf- 
fered. The lowest reading of the thermome- 
ter was 27 degrees below zero. Most of the 
time the weather must have been far below 
zero, and at midnight, in some of the hard- 
est storms, it may have been, and probably 
was, far colder than 27 degrees below. Yet 
we did not suffer, We were down four feet 
beneath the level of the snow, and the wind 
did not strike us fairly. We were well 


| dressed for this work, and had plenty of 


biankets. When we went to bed the fire 
was allowed to “e out, and was not rebuilt 
tii morning. Wwaen: daybreak came the 
lodge looked like a winter graveyard.. Each 
man would be covered pornere & foot deep 
with the drifted snow that ha@ come in un- 
der the lodge walls.” Yet after we had 
shaken off this cover of snow and rolled up 
our of us, and tmto our 
sweatere@ an we co not ga 
that we suffered. The t is, one a 
tuned up by a bit of this sort of life that 
his system accepts hardships without e mur- 
mur which would daunt him elsewhere; 
proof of the assertion that man is the tough-

be supposed that we would do so when we 
were obliged to sleep out literally in the 
snow, with no cover but a lean-to of pine 
boughs. This we did on five different 
nights in all, and not one of us was frozen 
in the least, and not one of us so much as 
took a cold, The cold isa feature of warm 
rooms and civilized life.- Of course, in these 
outlying camps we were forced to keep a 
big fire going all night, else we must have 
perished. Wecould not pack upon our backs 
from the central or lodge camp many blan- 
kets, beside our food and our guns, so that 
we had to ask the fire to make up the defi- 
ciency in heat at might. On these side trips 
we lived pretty roughly, and yet we did not 


| feel aggrieved. To us it seemed that we 


were having a finetime. We had abundance 
of fresh-made bread; we had beans, and 
oatmeal, and coffee, and tea, and fre@h trout 
caught through theice, and, moreover, fresh 
sheep meat, the finest game that ever hunt- 
er tasted, its flavor being between that of 
wild venison and good tame mutton. 


Hard Work Rewarded. 


For we found sheep, out therein the clouds, 


upon the top of the Continental Divide, in the 
reart of the bitter winter. We saw them, 
stalked them, and killed them fairly, three 
of them, under what seemed to us exciting 
circumstances. More than that, we killed 
two of those great white gnosts of the moun- 
tains, the white goats, for which this region 
is famous. This filled our cup of sporting 
happiness. In the big game clubs it isa feat 
to kill a white goat in the naturel hunting 
season. They live only upon the pinnacles 
of the wildest peaks. The man who gets 
one has to climb, and toclimb to the summit. 
We climbed, climbed, until we got to the 
roof of tue Continent, climbed the ridge pole 
and saw all the world below, in sections, 
now and then, bit by bit, as the sweeping 
clouds allowed us. And there upon the ridge 
pole of the roof, as I may testify, was tho 
ghost of the mountains, the white gvat, his 
coat pure and spotless as the snow that lay 
all about him. Literally there was not 100 
yards between my first goat and the top of 
the peak on which he made his cheerless 
home, From the top of that peak I looked 
down upon such @ panorama as I never ex- 
pect to see again, a panorama of the awful 
upper Rockies, terrible at any time, and ‘n 
this winter season absolutely awful. I wag 
giad to get down at last to fire and friends 

ile we were in the ] camp on the 
Two Medicine life was easier and ame wear- 
ing. We lay in a sheltered valley, which 
held the little mountain lake, about two 
miles long and perhaps three-quarters of a 
mile across. Our camp was at the edge of 
this lake, and after we had gotten in to tho 
lake we sent the team back with edvice to 
call again in two or three weeks, always pro- 
vided that the driver, Boak, an old mountain 
man, could get in again over the deep snows. 
It snowed each and every night and part of 
each and every day. When I speak of a 
sheltered valley the term should not be 
misunderstood. It seemed to shelter only 
storms. For over a week we never saw the 
top of grand old Rising Wolf peak, which 

us across the lake. The black clouds 
would sweep down into this lofty little val- 
ley and fill it so full of misty, driving snow 
that one could not see a dozen yards before

tains), but at the last chance managed to 
place a bullet through the shoulders which 
secured for us a grand head and plenty of 
fresh meat for the time; though the moun- 
tain lions carried off the forequarters that 
night and gave us a trip back up the moun- 
tain for nothing the next day. When this 
big ram was struck he was standing at the 
edge “of the rocks above the open snow- 
covered space, which he had crossed, and 
was looking down, as though to get his 
breath for a moment and to have a good 
look at his enemy. Dropping in a heap, he 
rolled for 150 yards down the mountain side 
toward us, leaving a deep path in the snow 
behind him as he rolled. He was struck at 
long range, over 300 yards, and we felt cause 
for the congratulations which we exchanged. 

After that followed several unlucky days, 
days of the same program. We would walk 
about five miles from our camp at the lake 
up the side of some one of the lofty moun- 
tains that surrounded our valley, until the 


| climbing became too steep for the snow 


shoes, Then we had to wallow and plunge 
and crawl the best we could till we got to 
the wind-swept hard ice and snow. Per- 
haps then with the glasses we would spy 
a band of sheep. Perhaps they were ewes, 
and we did not want them. Perhaps they 
were rams, a little band of four or five rams 
together, as sometimes may be seen at that 
season. Five chances to onethat they would 
get wind of us or be in such country that we 
could not stalk them for a shot, so that we 
would see them bounding away through the 
icy drift of the snow, leaving us tired and 
worn, a -dozen miles m camp, with faces 
covered with ice and*frozen snow. It was 
not so cold in the valley or in ithe timber, 
but on the bare summits of the peaks it was 
bitter cold. At last, by good luck, there 
came a day when the hardy Indian O-to-ko- 
mi, took us into a new country, where we 
slept over night ina brush wickiup, and were 
out at dawn for the hunt. Before noon he 
led us to a deep cafion that rose sharply up 
toward the top of the summit of the Divide. 
At last he stopped and pointed out a band 
of four sheep standing in the loom of the 
storm, white and ghostly with the driving 
snow.

That night we 
got in much after dark and in a blinding 
storm. We were much exhausted on the 
way in, and for a time troubled, but the 
Indian hunter said he knew the way, he 
“could see it under the snow, where the 
white man could not see /t.”” He went straight 
and at last arrived, as he said we

ate and slept and ate again till morning.

twenty-five miles, and we were weak and 
tired, but the next morning, after walking 
through the solemn moon-lit mountains and 
the deep forests of the lower levels nearly 
all night, we came out to the railroad, and | 
so at last found ourselves at a section house, | 
where we got a hearty meal and thence 
later got back to the agency, all of us with- 
out accident. Here we met the others ofthe 
party, who were equally fortunate. Every 
one of us was black with smoke and sun- 
burnt (for the reflection from the snow is 
something intense), and we were much thin- 
ner than when we started on the trip, but) 
we were hearty and healthy and never 
felt better in our lives. We looked back at the 
gréat, white, forbidding mountains, which | 
rose sharply up out of the plains, and “4 
we saw the storms sweeping down the 
sides of the vast naked peaks, we perhaps 
felt a trifle glad it was over and not begin- 
ning. Yet, in the retrospect at least, we felt 
that we had had a trip not vouchsafed many 
sportsmen. It is a wild and majestic coun- 
try, that of the St. Mary’s and Two Medicine 
ranges, perhaps the wildest left of the great 
Rockies. There is still game there, noble 
game, worth any man’s ambition; but ff you 
go in the winter after it you will need to go 
above the clouds, and will have to sleep in a 
snow drift, not one night, but many nights, 
before you will get your sheep or goat. If 
you do get » his head on your dini 
room wall will truly be a joy to you as lo 
as you live. | Bw.

Conditions Apparently Ripening for a Revolution Which May Change a Republic into a inert 
and Revive Old Scenes of Violence. 


EVOLUTION may break out In Prance 
atany moment. The conditions-have 
not been so favorable for years as 
théy are today, and the fear of rev- 
olution is ever present before the men 

who now rule the badly governed republic. 
Two of the three pretenders to the French 


the present is the chance of their Jifetime. 
The Duke of Orleans, W ho was born and bred 
in England, where hé has passed most of his 
life, is at Brussels. The French believe that 
he is preparing for a grand coup, and de- 
tectives are living at the same hotel with 
him. They dog his footsteps, the corre- 
spondents say, even if he only crosses a 
corridor. Daily reports of his movements 
and the names of his visitors_are sent to the 
French Ministry of Justice. 

Even more worrying to the French gov- 
ernment is the activity of the Bonapartists. 
The present head of the family is Louis 
Napoleon, or as he now calls himself, Gen- 
eral Bonaparte. Prince Victor, a weak man, 
has abdicated in favor of his younger 
brother, and with Russian support, together 
with the prestige that attaches to the name 

of Bonaparte, Louis. may prove the “ man 
on horseback,” whose advent has been ex- 
pected in Paris for a generation. ; 

here is widespread dissatisfaction in 
France with the present government. The 
recent events, such as the Dreyfus case, and 


the backdown of France tn the Fashoda af- 
fair, have but served to increase the popu-

been friendly. When the profligate life pe 
* Plon-Plon,”’ his agnosticism, and his co 

ardice lost him his supporters, Victor was 
chosen by the Bonapartists as Emperor in 
petto. *' Plon-Plon,” hearing this, disowned 
his first born and transferred his affections 
to his second son Louis. When “ Plan 
Pilon "’ was dying in exile in Turin he refused 
to see Victor and the son entered the death 
chamber only when the father was uncon- 
scious and unable to protest. In his will the 
Prince left everything to the younger @on, 
including all the family heirlooms and fam- 
ily papers, which Victor has not been allowed 
to see to this day. 

Victor has proved himself a worthy son 
of his sire. That Is to say, he has loafed 
away his life in luxurious idleness. His 
mother, Princess Clotilde, has given him an 
allowance which he spends in dissipation. 
He is 36 years old, rather stout, and slightly 
baid. He. affects the poses of the great 
Napoleon and would look a good deal like 
him if he were to shave off his mustache. 
But he has no genius*for plotting except to 
win the hearts of women and his other favor- 
ite sport is horse-racing. 

Louls, the younger son, is a more ambi- 
tious man and from all accounts a good deal 
more clever—or less stupid. He enrolled him- 
self in the Russian army and worked his 
way up, learning the trade of soldier until he 
has become by successive promotions 
Colonel of the regiment ef the Czar’s guards

for ten years. After the peace of Amiens 
in 1802 he was elected First Consul for life. 
There was a conspiracy to assassinate him. 

So to show their appreciation and devotion 
oe was elected Emperor in May, 

Napoleon abdicated after the allied forces 
fell upon his crippled army at Leipsic on 
his retreat from Moscow, and defeated him. 

The powers put Louls XVIII. on the throne. 

Napoleon escaped from Elba inside a 
year, and, making his way to France, was 
, received with the joyful acclaims of the peo-~ 

ple, resuming the throne which Louis XVIIL 
» abandoned in flight. With Napoleon’s de- 
feat at Waterloo, Louis XVIII. was restored 
to the throne. He was succeeded by Charlies 

The people, becoming dissatisfied, -in 
1830 deposed him. Then Louis Philippe, 
Duke of Orleans, was made King under a 
limited monarchy. 

Riots broke out. France was distressed 
by cholera and the famine. Louis Napoleon 
made three attempts to start a revolution. 
The third was successful. In 1848 came the 
commune, which was put down by Louis 
‘Napoleon, who happened to be on hand. 
He was made President for four years. When 
the time came for the election of his suc- 
cessor he arrested the principal members 
of the Legislative Assembly. He declared 
universal suffrage, and had himself elected 
Emperor. 

Then came the war with Prussia, and Na-

He is 
the great-grandson of Louis Philippe, who 
once taught French and Latin to New York 
boys in a private school. The Duke had the 
misfortune to have been born in England, 
and now he lives at Twickenham, than which 
name there could none be more hopelessly 
English. This fact of English birth does 
not do the pretender much good at the pres- 
ent juncture when the air is charged with 
hatred of England. To atone for the mis- 
fortune of English birth the Duke was sent 
to France to be educated, going back to 
England when the republic passed a decree 
of banishment against the monarchical pre- 
tenders. He enlisted at the military school 
at Sandhurst, and served in the British 
army in India. But this is not so good as 
having served in the Russian army. Under 
an assumed name he enlisted in the French 
army, and for this deflance of the decree of 
exile he was sentenced to two years’ impris- 
onment, but -was pardoned by President 
Carnot. 

The Duke of Orleans has taut Austrian and 
Spanish support. The family is closely al- 
lied to half the royal families of Europe. 
Yet that support does not count for much 
with the French. 

This young Prince who calls himself Phil- 
is extremely cosmopolitan in his 
private tastes. He has some shrewdness, a 
little energy, and takes life joyously. He 
can speak English without an accent, but a 
few years ago learned that it was not a de- 
sirable thing to do, and quickly broke him- 
self of the habit. It is said that his French 
has an English accent. But does not the 
Prince of Wales speak English with a Dan- 
ish accent, and has not Queen Victoria her- 
self a slight German accent? 

Whatever support can be given by Spain 
and Austria belongs to the Orleanists. The 
family is allied to that of many of the reign- 
ing houses. Indeed, Don Carlos, Philippe’s 
cousin, ig a pretender to the French throne 
as well as that of Spain. But Austrian and 
Spanish support count for little in France. 
Orleanists are not popularin France. The 


of Orleanists, for it is associated with every- 
thing vile in morals and unfortunate in 
French. The aristoGrats alone prefer the 
Orleanists because with their supremacy the 
nobles would have precedence. And then 
the Bonapartists are mere upstarts! The 
latter would not rule by divine right.

So if there is a revolution the chances of

Asimilar 
book was sent by God'to Jesus, but was Icst, 
and Mohammed was merely delegated to 
continue the work begun by Christ. We be- 
lieve, finally, that Christ was not crucified, 
but was taken up into heaven. Mohammed- 
anism is merely an aséemblage of social and 
other laws, embracing a sensible system of 
morality. The laws are so eminently rea- 
sonable and just that a great empire has 
been managed under them for more than a 
thousand years; the mora! code is set forth 
in the Koran by a thousand maxims, the 
most beautiful ever written. 


Blames the Missionaries. 


“Much of the popular errér regarding us 
has been spread by missionaries, who have 
misunderstood and therefore misrepresented 
the Turks. From their point of view, the 
Turks are wicked and cruel people. They 
are practically never converted to Chris- 
tlanity, and therefore must be cruel and 
wicked; for, if we were not wicked and cruel, 
we would become Christians. You observe 
the lucidity of the argument. However, as 
& matter of fact, the Turks are the most 
amiable, most gentle, and most hospitable 
people in Europe. Lest this be deemed an 
exaggerated case of special pleading, I will 
illustrate my assertion by a fact or two. 

e “During the thirteenth, fourteenth, fr- 
teenth, and sixteenth centurfes, when the 
Christian peoples of Europe were engaged 
almost continually in massacring each 
other, with every torture and barbarity that 
human ingenuity could devise, what were the 
Turks doing? I will tell you. They were

ing from forcing their religious or other 
views upon anybody. Mind you, they werea 
mighty power then, and were in a position to 
do exactly as they pleased, without asking 
permission from any other nation. When 
Francis I. of France was imprisoned by 
Charles V. in Spain, at tha‘ time so great and 
strong a country, who went to his assistance 
and compelled the surrender of his royal 
captive? Why, Turkey. And, speaking of 
Spain, did you hear of a Turkish Inquisition? 


Turks Never Interfere. 


** No; the Mohammedan morality rigidly 
requires non-interference with the religious 
and social laws of other people. When the 
great Sultan Mohammed had taken Con- 
stantinople, he gave orders that the By- 
zantine Greeks should be allowed to retain 
religious liberty and manage their own af- 
fairs as they desired, and the same decision 
was made in respect to the Armenians and 
Jews. Subsequently certain high officials 
suggested to the Sultan that an effort should 
be made to convert these people, but Mo- 
hammed refused and directed the Sheid ul 
Islam to issue a fetva, or edict, to the ef- 


' fect that it was against the law of Mahomet 


to attempt to force the Mohammedan faith 
upon any unbeliever. This law has stood 
ever since, and it stands today. Only the 
Sultan, who is the Mohammedan Pope, can 
alter it. 

‘*The Mohammedans send out no mission- 
aries to make converts. They consider that 
everybody has a right to worship the Deity 
in the manner he elects, and that for one 
man to interfere between another man and 
his God is impertinent and immoral. On 
the other hand, the door of Mohammedanism 
is never shut; anybody is at liberty to enter 
or go out. At the same time, it is not an 
easy thing to become a Mohammedan. The 
convert, having become such of his own 
accord, must present a formal request to 
the Minister'of Justice for admission to the 
Mohammedan fold. This petition is re- 
ferred to the Department of Faith, and ever 
so much red tape is involved. 

Regarding Greeks and Armenians. 

‘‘In those days the Turks numbered 60,- 
000,000, the Greeks were 2,500.000, and the 
Armenians 1,000,000. It has been alleged re- 
cently that the Turks hate the Greeks and 
Armenians for religious reasons, and that 
this hatred is accountable for the recent 
troubles in Greece and Asia Minor. If this 
is true, why did not the Turks wipe out the 
Greeks and Armenians utterly centuries ago. 
There was nothing to keep them from doing 
it if they so wished. But the unfounded 
character of the stories 1 refer to is proved 
by the fact that through ali these centuries 
the Armenians and Greeks, though so abso- 
lutely at the mercy of the Turks, have been 
permitted by the-latter to continue their 
existence, with their own religions, their 
own languages, and their own social cus- 
toms. 

** Now, as to the alleged barbarities prac- 
ticed recently by the Turks against the 
Greeks and Armenians, I give you my word 
of honor as a gentleman that they are pure 
inventions. It is declared that the Turks 
murdered women and children, but that is 
false. From the view-point of a Turk any 
woman is a sacred person. Why, even a 
Turkish bandit who attacks a caravan will 
not shoot so long as it is possible that wom- 
en may be injured. A brigand Turk may 
carry off a woman and hold her to ran- 
som, but he will never injure her in any 
way. There is an accepted superstitious 
belief that if he does so some awful calam- 
ity will befall him, Furthermore, the of- 
fender in such a case, even among robbers, 
is ostracised and rergarded as dishonored. 
On the other hand, during the recent 
Turko-Grecian war most frightful cruelties, 
such as the ripping open of pregnant Turk- 
ish women, were perpetrated by Greeks. 
The military attachés of European powers 
r who watched the conflict have now in their 
possession many photographs illustrating 
these unspeakable acts. 

“Perhaps you are not aware of the fact 
that the Finns and Hungarians are sprung 
from the same stock as ourselves. We were 
all Huns originally. They are Christians, 
we are Mohammedans; but we have never 
made any attempt to interfere with their 
religion. I lay emphasis upon these facts 
because I want the Americans to know us 
better. I want them to realize that the 
Turk is not the wicked and cruel barbarian 
that he has been represented; that he has

RAND opera comes but once a year, 
and sometimes not so often, so that 
the musigtans of Chicago may as well 
make the best of it while it lasts. The 
last week has been a shaky one, 

financially and otherwise, because so much 


depended upon first impressions. Before the 
season began much care was taken in these 
columns to .~er the public with the fact 
that despite the absence of one or two pop- 
ular favorites the organization now at the 
Auditorium was just as strong on paper as 
any operatic company which ever visited this 
country. The performances of the last week 
have abundantly fulfilled these promises, 
and yet apparently the public has not 
learned ite lesson. Every one was willing to 
accept “ Faust’ two years ago with Calvé 
and Cremonini in the principal parts, and yet 
no one will go to see Miss Suzanne Adams 
and M. eza in Romeoand Juliette.’’« 

Now it will not be asserted for one mo- 
ment that last Tuesday’s performance of 
Gounod’s opera was by any means perfect, 
but it was at least a great improvement 
upon any performance in which Cremonini 
} took a leading part. Indeed, with a little 
encouragement from the house there is no 
reason why M. Saleza and Miss Adame 
should not acquit themselves most satis- 
facterily. Next week the opera will be re- 
peated and the cast etrengthened by the 
addition of Edouard de Reszke, and them 
with M. Plancon singing Capulet no one can 
complain that it is an off night. 

Miss Adams is an American girl with a 
| charming voice and a good stage presence; 
ds she to wait until she is 45 in order to draw 
an audience in her own country? And will 
the time ever come when a beautiful voice 
will serve as well as a wide reputation? It 
is enough to drive any real lover of music 
to despair to hear voluble praises of Van 


simply because Van Dyck and Bispham have 
arrived. M. Van Dyck once had a beautiful 
voice, and Mr. Bispham is one of the finest 
baritones in the world, but in the meantime 
Van Dyck’s voice has been a good deal spoilt 
and Mr. Bispham’s Wolfram last Wednes- 
day was excruciating, not because he can- 
not sing Wolfram as well as any one, but be- 
cause he was unfortunately overtaken by a 
cold at the last moment. No one would 
think it worth while to criticise his perform- 
ance under the circumstances, if it were not 
that Mr. Bipham is far too good an artist to 
suffer by hearing the truth, even when he 
himself ts hardly responsible for it, and it is 
a splendid example of the readiness with 
which the general public will accept any- 
thing from a singer with a name. Probably 
Melba and Calvé could live for years on their 
reputations if their voices were absolutely 
ruined; or Sims Reeves might at the age of 
80 come over here and make a great hit. 

Still, in spite of a few weaknesses, the 
performance of “ Tannh&user on Wednes- 
day night just turned the scale. If that had 
gone only moderately well the outlook for 
the rest of the season would have been in- 
deed gloomy. As it happened Tann- 
hiiuser’’ was received as it never has been 
before. And this for two reasons. In the 
first place it was a star cast, and the stars, 
with the exceptions already referred to, 
acquitted themselves nobly. A great deal 
of the credit of the success must be given 
to M. Van Dyck, because even in the ardu- 
ous first act, which he carries almost en- 
tirely upon his shoulders, his work received 
warm recognition. He wins because of his 
temperament. He is naturally a man of 
great dramatic fervor, which makes him an 
emotional actor of the extreme school. At 
times he is almost hysterical and approaches 
femininity in his passions. For that rea- 
son -he is certain to be a popular actor with 
the fairer sex, who are much more suscepti- 
ble to theatrical emotionalism than the 
more matter of fact half of mankind. 

It is useless to compare two singers like 
Jean de Reszke and Van Dyck, because they 
belong to two entirely different schools of 
art. But this much may be said: Van Dyck 
is passionate, emotional, and vigorously 
forceful, but his methods are conventiqnal 
and peculiarly French. Jean de Reszke’s 
force is less obvious because it is less theat- 
rically conveyed, but it is just as magnetic 
and far more universal in range. He has 
the restraint and the absomite perfection 
which are the essentials of the highest art. 
Of course, Van Dyck will catch the gallery 
much more quickly, but in doing so he will 


and approach the ugly. He forgets that he 


“is the exponent of a composite art which in- 


cludes the cotrdinate arts of the actor and 
the singer. In his zeal as an actor he often 
forgets that he is also a singer, with the 
resuit that he loses the right quality of tone 
and makes rasping noises instead of musical 
sounds. 
If ‘‘ Tannh&user ” were simply a play these 
lapses into the ugly would be permissible, or 
at least might be overlooked. But “ Tann- 
haduser "’ \s not a play at all, or at best a bad 
ene. It can only be successful as a fine ex- 
ample of traditional opera into which the 
scheme is first properly introduced of mak- 
ing certain phrases by association mean cer- 
tain things. Afterwards, of course, Wagner 
developed this method to such an extent 
that throughout all his later operas similar 
thoughts are expressed by similar phrases 
in his music. But in “ Tannhiiuser’’ the 
success of the method is only partial, be- 
cause it is only used in a tentative fashion, 
and thé real popularity of the opera depends 
upon its melodic qualities. Its ethical side 
can surely appeal to nobody in these days ex- 
pt perhaps the busybodies who are always 
rik ke Wolfram going round the world trying 
to save somebody who is quite capable of 
looking after himself. 
For this reason it is most important that 
the exponent of “ Tannhduser”’ should be 
able to sing, and, unfortunately, there has 
never yet in the memory of man been a 
Tannhduser who ever attempted the not 
extraordinary feat of singing the Tann- 
hiuser music. That M. Van Dyck has been 
a great singer in his day, and still is a great 
singer, judged by ordinary standards, is not 
to be denied. His grasp of the music is 
magnificent, and both in intelligence and in- 
stinct he is superb. His phrasing, too, is 
beyond all criticism—it is so certain that 
tgere seems to be no other possible way of 
reading the music. But his voiceis not what 


{it was and never can be entirely pleasing 


because it is so badly produced. His in- 
tonation is always true, and yet there fs 
such a feeling of effort in all his singing that 
the audience is always kept on the qui vive 


in case he should not quite get there. And 


there is nothing which gets upon the ne 

of an audience so much as this feeling that 
the singer is straining his voice. M. Van 
Dyck carries it off in superb style. There 
is, indeed, such a vigorous sw 


ab 
work that if he had to

But this 
great, inspiring, and even magnificent, is 
not art, at least it is not the highest art 
for when there is no climax to be reached 
the beauty of tone !s entirely gone. 
As an.actor M. Van Dyck is almost too 
good, He gives us the veritable Tannhiuser 
to. the life, and Tannhiuser was such an ex- 
ceedingly poor specimen of humanity that 
one would almost prefer to havea more con- 
ventional and lyric reading of the part than 
this realistic display of the worst emotions. 
Tannhiuser is neither one thing nor the 
other. He runs with the hare and hunts with 
the hounds. He is an easy prey to the 
charms of Venus, and he turns with the 
facility of a weathercock‘to the sensuous, 
supine consolation of religion. If he staid 
in the Venusberg he would at least have 
something to say for himself; if he had re- 
ligious convictions he might be even more 
commendable.

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RS. FISKE’S admirers last week had 
renewed opportunity to claim for 
her a position at the head of her 
art. It scarcely is likely that ‘*‘ Love 
Finds the Way” will be so pro- 
ductive of either fame or fortune as was 
“Tess,” but for the real connoisseur in 
acting Mrs. Fiske’s performance of the réle 
of Madeline is a much more interesting and 
instructive thing than ever Tess was. 
For Tess, after all, magnificent as it is, 
is only a tour de force. Physically it has 
always been impossible for Mrs. Fiske ade- 
quately to represent Hardy’s heroine, and, 
although she literally remakes the woman 
she is trying to portray, and by a triumph 
of both her intellect and her temperament 
causes Tess to be real and convincing 
to her audiences, there has always been a 
slight feeling of @isappointment for those 
who knew the book first, 

In the part pf Madeline Mrs. Fiske finds 
a character which suits her physically to 
perfection. A somewhat frail physique, at 
once tremendous nervousness and tremen- 
dous nervous force, a keen intelligence, an 
acute sense of humor-—all these lie within 
the grasp. of her hand, while the stolidity 
which Tess should have had was quite 
beyond her powers. : 

. The difference in the characters has made 
a difference in methods of acting. Tess 
was every whit as well done as Madeline, 
but the fashion of doing was a more popu- 
lar and a broader one. Tess has intensely 
dramatic scenes, crises almost luridly emo- 
tional, and the wonder of Mrs, Fiske’s act- 
ing was its simplicity, its directness, its al- 
most rugged strength. The wonder one 
feels at her Madeline is for its subtlety. 
The great crisis does not seem great, be- 
cause Miss Merrington'’s German adapta- 
tion is a fairly silly play. But the constant 
shift of mood, the incessant struggle to con- 
trol nervous irritability, which results from 
illness—all this makes the spectator sit in- 
tent on every second of Madeline’s appear- 
ance on the stage. For in the twinkling of 
an eye one may miss a twitch at the crutch, 
or a clenching of the hands which is as 
cerefully planned and as full of meaning 
as anything which is done loudly and at 
length. The mere physical fact of lame- 
ness Mrs, Fiske mimics with almost incon- 
ce'vable skill. She drags her erutch 
through two acts, never for a moment free 
from its irritation upon mind and body. 
In short, as an exhibition of the most ex- 


traordindary delicacy of method and inces- | 


sant attention to every detail the perform- 
ance was almost unequaled. Certainly no 
other American actress could approach it. 


The fact that’ Mrs. Fiske can find nothing 
better than *‘ Love Finds the Way ”’ to pre- 
sent is perhaps the strongest indictment 
against the contemporary playwright which 
could be made. For she offers to the aspirant 
the same opportunity which the much- 
talked-of endowed theater would do. She 
has at last, after years of thankless work, 
come into her kingdom. That is to say, the 
public at last recognizes in hera great artist 
and in consequence is willing to see her in 
plays which she herself would consider 
worthy. She is only too glad to do what is 
strongest and best. It may be taken for 
granted at once that she has no itchings to 
play in romantic nonsense, like ‘‘ An Enemy 
to the King "’ or to appear in musical comedy, 
like her Telephone Girl.”’ It is not she who 
will force the playwright into any com- 
promises with public bad taste or truckling 
to managerial folly. Of course, it is impos- 
sible to tell how long Mrs. Fiske can count on 
the public’s support. Her admirable policy 
may break her. But for the time, at least, 
the glamour of the newly crowned is about 
her and she can almost dictate to the public. 
She can afford to buy and produce. good 
plays, and she has the intelligence to know 
what is good. And the best shecan offerisa 
piece of German sentimentality, and in “A 
Bit of Old Chelsea’ a bit of English un- 
pleasantness made more unpleasant by being 
tricked out as something inordinately sweet 
and delicate.

HE Buccaneers were always eager to 
attack anything in their way that 
promised booty orglory, and they were 
so uniformly victorious as to achieve 
a prestige which in many respects 
they neverdeserved. Their strategy usually 
was of the crude&t kind, and only the stupid- 
ity of the Spaniarcs made it successful. . 

Not infrequently the personal jealousies 
and animosities of the Spaniards contributed 
as much &s fear to the success of the Buc- 
caneers. 

De Lussan tells us that at Queaquilla the 
people prayed them to destroy the Town of 
Ginandego because of its rhodomontade, 
which was obligingly done. We can infer 
from this that the people of Ginandego were 
so boastful of what they would do if Buc- 
caneers came, and so insulting to those who 
had submitted to the sea robbers, that the 
inhabitants of Queaquiila were glad to see 
Ginandego destroyed and the braggarts 
humbled. Long continued idleness and lux- 


gan the long series of extraordinary exploits 
against the Spaniards by capturing, witha 
canoe and twenty-eight men, the Vice Ad- 
miral and his ship, which was lying off Cape 
Tiburon, on the west coast of Hispaniola. 
The dusk of the evening concealed their in- 
significant numbers and permitted ‘them to 
reach the vessel unperceived. All clambered 
on deck except the chirurgeon, who sunk the 
skiff and joined his friends through a port- 


hole. As yet they were undiscovered, and. 


the first warning given the Spaniards was 
with the bursting open of the cabin door. 
Half a dozen burly forms appeared thrusting 
pistols in their faces and flourishing swords 
about their heads. 

‘‘ Jesus, bless us! We are beset with 
devils!”’ cried the Captain, who was playing 
at cards with the Vice Admiral. 

In a few minutes the Spanish sailors were 
prisoners under the hatches, and Pierre-le-

With even more reckless audacity, in the 
early days of Buccaneering, John Davis went 
to Nicaragua in a small sloop with ninety 
men. They sailed up a river about one hun- 
dred miles and hid their vessel under the 
boughs ofatreeattheshore. Taking eighty 

f his men in three tanoes, he traveled at 

ight, and about midnight of the third day 
reached the town. To the sentinel’s hail of 
‘‘Who goes there?’ he replied that they 
were fishermen. Two Buccaneers went 
ashore and stabbed the sentinel to prevent 
any outcry. Then, led by an Indian, who 
had once been a elave in the town, they 
came to the houses, and, each man knocking 
on a door, was admitted by the hospitable 
and unsuspecting owners. Soon cries and 
lamentations were heard on every side. The 
alarm spread, and the people were in frantic 
fear. Then the citizens began to arm them- 
selves and to collect in the plaza. Orders 
were hastily sent to the garrison of 600 
mounted men. Two hours of pillage passed, 
and the alarm bell began to ring. Davis 
knew that they must be well out of the 
town before the people recovered from their 
panic or discovered the insignificant number 
of the robbers. The Buccaneers collected in 
a hollow square about those carrying the 
booty. Witha score of the principal citizens 
as prisoners, they began their retreat, fol- 
lowed by ten times their number of armed 
men. The 600 cavalrymen attacked them, 
but were repulsed, and they reached their 
boats with plunder worth $60,000. The 
whole expedition had occupied only elght 
days, and not a single man had been lost. | 

Another pirate named Davis was one of 
the most accomplished strategists of his 
kind. He was so diplomatic, courtly, and 
hospitable that he has been aptly called 
the ‘‘ Ulysses of the Seas."" Having per- 
suaded the crew of a sloop at Martinique to 


caneering by strategy. 
While plundering a French ship of twelve 
guns, which he had surprised and captured 
without firing a shot, another with twenty- 
four guns and sixty men hove in sight. His 
men were afraid of the newcomer, but 
Captain Howell Davis was a man of re- 
sources, and he promised to capture the ship 
by strategy if they would obey his orders. 
Arranging the prisoners on the deck of 
his prize as if they were a part of the crew, 
and leaving enough of his men on board the

Running up the black flag, he demanded im- 
mediate surrender. The French Captain, | 
astonished at the audacity of his little an- 
tagonist, replied with a similar demand. 

_ Then they exchanged broadsides, and 
Captain Davis told the Frenchman that if 
he did not surrender by the time the larger 
vessel came up no quarter would be given. 
By this time the French prize was coming 
on at full sail, her decks apparently crow4d- 
ed with Buccaneers. Believing the odds too | 
great, and a massacre of his men imminent, 
the French Captain surrendered, allowing 
his men to be bound and placed in confine- 
ment on board the sloop. 

His next strategical exploit was at San- | 
tiago, where he landed for water. The Gov- 
ernor of the castle did not like the appear- 
ance of his visitors, and plainly told them 
so. They indignantly denied the imputa- 
tion that they were pirates; but, night hav- 
ing come on, they suddenly rushed into the 
poorly guarded fort and turned its guns on 
the Governor’s mansion, where the retreat- 
ing soldiers had hurriedly fortified them- 
selves. Ina few hours, having pillaged and 
dismantled the fort, the bold gentry sailed 
,away, just as the distracted inhabitants 
-had collected their. wits and prepared them- 
selves, twenty to one, to overwhelm the im- 
_pudent invaders. 

Their force had now reached the superior 
number of seventy men, and they resolved to 
steer for Africa and attack the castle or 
fort at Gambia, on the coast of Guinea. 
Reaching Gambia without mishap or ad- 
venture, the Captain represented himself 
to the Governor as a trader, with a cargo of 
iron and plate to exchange for slaves. The 
Governor was 80 pleased with the trader 
and his two companions that he invited the 
gentlemen to dine with him. The invita- 
tion was accepted, but Davis said he must 
return to his vessel to see it properly an- 
chored, declaring, however, that he would 
return in due time for the dinner. He went 
out to’his sloop and soon returned with half 
a dozen of his men, each with a double brace 
of pistols concealed under his waistcoat. 
He directed them to the guardroom, where 
a sentinel and three or four soldiers had 
charge of a quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tion. 

Dinner was not quite ready, and the Gov- 
ernor ordered his servants to prepare a 
bowl of punch. When it was ready and the 
servants had left the room Davis arose, and, 
presenting a pistol at the head of the as- 
tonished Governor, said, sternly: ‘* Sur- 
render the fort at once or you are a dead 
man.” Then the boatswain fireda eshot 
through the window as a signai for the Buc- 
caneers at the guardhouse to secure the 
soldiers there. In a few minutes the black 
flag of the pirates was floating from the 
flagstaff of the fort as a signal for the others 
in the sloop to comé ashore.

‘suspected what had occurred, and the morn- 
ing confirmed their doubts. Determined not 
to fail, they landed and attacked the now 
well-prepared fort. They succeeded in set- 
ting it on fire, and were in a fair way to 
capture it when Davis fell, 
wounded. Deprived of their commander, 
they wavered, and then retreated to their 
boats in good order, keeping the Portuguese 
at bay. At the boats there was a sharp con- 
flict, but the Buccaneers pushed off from the 
shore without leaving a man behind them. 
Davis, with the rallying strength of a dying 
nfan, raised himself and fired both his pis- 
tols at the enemy and fell back dead. 

In contrast to the strategy of Howell Davis 
was the hardihood of Lawrence De Graff, 
a Dutchman, born at Ostend. His name be- 
came such a terror that the monks of the 
Spanish Main included in their prayers a 
petition to be delivered from “‘ Lorencillo,”’ 
as they called him. The French spoke of 
him as “ Laurient,’”’ and his exploits have 
thus been ascribed to three different men. 

So invincible was he considered that the 
‘‘ Brethren of the Coast’’ were accustomed 


mortally. 


Not long after, the Admiral and Vice Ad- 
miral of a galleon fleet, each in a vessel car- 


rying sixty guns, were ordered to take him 


at.any cost. 

As they approached he made a speech to 
his men. 

‘* You see,”’ said he, “‘ that we are to killor 
be killed. have had too much experi- 
ence not to begensible of your danger and 
you are too courageous to fear it. Valor, 
rashness, and even despair itself must now 
be employed. When I see that we are lost 
our powder magazine will be exploded as 
near under the enemy’s side as we can get.”’ 

He ran his vessel directly between the 
two Spanish men-of-war. His sharpshoot- 
ers, ranged on each side, killed forty-eight 
Spaniards at the first fire. Hesenta French 
shot at the mainmast of the larger vessel, 
and cut it down. Not a Spaniard could ap- 
pear at the guns, the sails, or the helms 
without being shot down. espairing cf 
victory over such an antagonist, the Ad- 
miral abandoned the Vice Admiral, and left 
De Graff conqueror. The French govern- 
ment was so delighted that it made De Graff 
a citizen, and issued to him a special pardon

All kinds of incidents and happenings mark 
the course of the street @reacher’s efforts. 
Collections are seldom asked for, Save in the 
case of the Salvation Army or Volunteer 
workers, but men and women have been 
known to fling gold watches and jeweled 
pins into the waiting cap of the preacher 
once in a while, moved thereto by his burn- 
ing words and pointed heart-thrusts. There 
is a strange and compelling power in the un- 
tutored eloquence of the simple and often 
{lliterate street preacher now and then. Per- 
haps if all the temple preachers of Chicago. 
the preachers who need and demand all the 
accessories of a comfortable place of wor- 
ship, an assured salary, and a respectfully 
attentive audience to call forth their best 
efforts, worked by methods as simple and 
as closely allied to those of the great Man 
who “went about among men” and 
“preached the gospel to all comers’ as the 
methods chosen by the street preachers of 
Chicago, the crying question as to just what 
the church needs to keep people within it 
would be unnecessary. 


Some of the outlines of this story may seem 
to be painted with a coarse brush, limned in 
too glowing colors. But they are true out- 
lines nevertheless. Let the man or woman 
who doubts this statement spend an P tr oo 
or a Sunday in Hstening to the street preach- 
ers who work in the down-town region. Here 
is an actual record of the scenes witnessed 
during a single Sunday passed in this man- 
ner. The imagination of the observer has 
nothing, not even the smallest de- 


The day upon which the Salvation Army 
lassie threatened her listeners with damna- 
tion unless they speedily altered their course 
of action was fine and delightful. An easy 
matter, then, for the street preachers to 
draw to themselves a crowd. The day 


different order—cold, misty, with more than 
a hint of rain in the air. But as early as 
half past 10 in the morning the advance 
guard of street preachers came upon the 
scene; at half past 10 that evening the Rear 
Admiral of the body, so to speak, was vig- 
orously shouting away. With the excep- 
tion of a brief recess between half past 1 
and 8 o’clock at no time that day was State 
street completely deserted by these earnest 
workers. At 4 o'clock in the afternoon near- 
ly all of them were in full swing. And to 
say that there was music in the air would be 
to put the matter mildly.

Far back on the outskirts of the crowd a 
gayly-dressed woman sobbed and turned 
away. Half of thecrowd followed her glance 
to where a jolly-looking man, mounted on 
the soap box he had carried with him, was 
haranguing a little knot of laughing audi- 
tore on the subject of produce and profit- 
sharing. 

‘Those who work the most, whether with 
hand or brain, ought to get the most,’’ he 
shouted lustily.

The crowd which surrounds a_ street 
preacher can be distinguished from a 
“faker’s”’ ecrgwd easily and from a long 
distance. The faker’s crowd is invariably 
round, compact, presenting a solid masse of 
down-bent heads and  forward-pressed 
shoulders toward the street. The faker holds 
his exhibit high in the air, and the people 
round him can see the object from all sides 
of his stand alike. The preacher faces 
one way, as a rule, and his listeners face 
him, strung out into a long oval, with up- 
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turned faces, and many straggling out- 
siders. There are no women in the faker’s 
crowd, usually; as many women aé men 
listen to the preachers.

MONEY IN PEANUTS. 


Four Million Bushels Con- 
sumed Yearly. 


WHERE THEY COME FROM. 


“The American people are evidently par- 
tial to peanuts,’ remarked a large peanut 
planter in Virginia to a Washington Star 
writer recently, ‘‘ for there are nearly 4,000,- 
DOO bushels of them consumed in the United 
Btates annually. Before the civil war the 
peanut was only a: holiday luxury to the 
‘Majority of the people living in the North, 
the day when the circus was in town, dur- 
ing the country fair, and the great and 
glorious Fourth of July being the principal 
occasions that the popular yearning for the 
nut was in any measure satisfied. The 

roduct then amounted to barely 500,000 

ushels a year. 

“At the close of the war, when the sol- 
‘diers returned North, thousands of them 
had cultivated such a liking for the nut, 
which they had often pulled from the ground 
and roasted at the campfires while in Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee, and North Carolina, that 
the crop then raised in these States didn’t 
begin to supply the demand. Wideawake 
farmers saw the point, and smal) garden 
patches where peanuts had been grown for 
generations were soon abandoned for broad 
fields, and today Virginia and North Caro- 
lina are growing 4,000,000 bushels of peanuts 
& year—a result due almost entirely to the 
civil war and the habit the federal troops 
contracted of eating large quantities of the 
nuts. Naturally, the returned soldiers’ de- 
mand for peanuts placed them within reach 
of the rural population in the North, and 


the nut ceased to be a holiday luxury. 


“When the war broke out most of the 
Peanuts consumed in this country were 
raised in North Carolina. A great many 
were also imported from Africa. They were 
of inferior quality. . In fact, the best ante- 

™m peanuts were poor compared with 
the nuts grown today. But the demand 
for the nuts in recent years has not had 
the effect of improving the North Carolina 
Product or increasing its yield to any great 
extent. Virginia and Tennessee, however, 
woke right up under the increased demand, 
and improved cultivation has produced a 
But, especially in Virginia, that is ‘as near 
as it can be.’ 
on't suppose there are many people 
who know that the peanut came to this 
country with the first cargo of slaves that 
Were landed on our shores. It is a native 
ef Africa, and in its original state as full 
of grease almost as a bit of pork. Cultive- 
tion and change of soll have greatly re- 
Guced the oleaginous quality of the nut, al- 
though the North Carolina variety has 
enough grease yet to find a ready sale in 
nee, where it joins {ts African ancestor 
#nd cottonseed in supplying not a little of 
the olive of] we find in the restaurants and 
family groceries. Norfolk, Va., is the great- 
est peanut cénter in the world. and handles 
annually 200,000 bags, or 8,000,000 bushels.

black velvet crown. 

I went to the exhibition at the academy 
of design during the week and I saw some 
handsome afternoon gowns. They were 
mostly in rich colors or black or the new 
cream white gowns that one will expect to 
see all winter on those women who venture 
to be so daring. All the women looked 80 
tall and willowy because of the style in 
which they were dressed, the hips being 
closely fitted to skirts long and clinging 
and the bodices simply molded over the 
figures. 


Long redimgotes, Princess dresses, and 
gowns with long coats in cutaway style 
seemed to predominate and nearly all the 
hats turned up and away from the face 
and nearly every woman had a curved comb 
to hold up her hair at the back. The hair 
was fluffed out along the face fn a soft 
mass that bulged out over the ears and 
puffed away from the forehead. 

I picked out at once a few of the toilets 


_to tell you about. The most stunning one of 


all was worn by a remarkably graceful 
woman whose whole figure was clearly de- 
fined by her superbly fitting gown. It was 
simplicity itself, and was of black cloth 
trimmed with milliner’s folds of the same. 
The bodice was a cutaway coat, rounded 
away from the front, and having a regular 
coat tall at the back, like a man's. The 
milliner’s folds trimmed the skirt in rows 
that were set on above the circular flounce 
that flared out about the feet. They were 
pressed flat after being sewn on. 

The jacket opened in front over a blouse 
shirt of green taffeta silk speckled with lit- 
tle black dots, and the collar was a close 
straight band of white taffeta silk laid in 
folds and fastened with an apron-like bow of 
the same in front. 

The hat setting off this stunning rig was 
of deep pansy purple velvet in great folds 


and puffs like a soft turban. It was turned

An attack by unseen foes seemed imminent. 
A panic seized the English vcterans and they 
fled to their boats. No urging could induce 
them to return, and shortly afterward the 
unsuccessfél expedition sailed for England, 

The terrifying lancers were proven not 
long after to have been only frightened land 
crabs, scurrying through the dry leaves in 
frantic efforts to escape from their new 
foes. How much they had to do with the 
history of unhappy San Domingo is a sub- 
ject of curious speculation. Cromwell im- 
prisoned the two commanders, and they 
died in disgrace. 3 

The spirit of brigandage was at that time 
abroad among all nations, but there still 
remained many a noble example of unwav- 
ering fidelity to lofty ideals. 

Laudonniére’s case is an instance. In 1564 
he was sent by the French King with three 
shiploads of picked-up characters to found 
a colony in the Carolinas. Etienne was a 
Genevan adventurer, who had come over 
with Laudonniére in the expectation of 
great fortune easily won. Being disap- 
pointed, he succeeded in persuading sixty- 
six of his comrades to seize two of the small- 
er vessels and proceed on an expedition 
against the Spaniards. Great secrecy was 
maintained until everything was wel) pre- 


pared for revolt. re, 


Laudonniére was sick in be@ when the 
mutineers surprised him with their demands. 
He counseled them against the evil they 
were about to do, and warned them of their 
fate. But with the true swagger and blas- 
phemy of pirates they said: “‘ All has been 
considered, sir. The step is irrevocable,.and 
we are determined that it shall be by your 
authority.” 

Laudonniére’s attendant tried to prevent 
their rough cond@uct toward the sick man, 
and was severely stabbed. A commfssion, 
duly prepared, was thrust into the com- 
mander’s face, and with a dagger at his 
throat he was forced to sign it. 

Off the coast of San Domingo they cap- 
tured a richly laden patache, containing the 
Governor of Jamaica.and hie two sons. In 
order to get the heavy ranson he promised 
they allowed him to send his negro servant 
with a message for the money to his wife at 
Spanish Town. He sepretly gave other in- 
structions, and the next morning three war 
vessels blocked the entrance of the harbor. 
The smaller vessel, being near the epen sea, 
escaped, but the other was captured. The 
men were put in irons, and the trial was pro- 
ceeding when Laudonniére arrived in pur- 
suit of them. They made a pitiful appeal to 
their oki commander to save them, but he 
sternly informed them that it was whet h 
had hoped to be able to do to them him 4 
One wretch, as he was being led away, to 
be hanged, stretched out his hands to his 
late companions, crying: “Comrades, can 
you suffer us to perish thus and make no-eft- 
fort to save us?’

The only trimming that there was about 
the gown was some strapping on the body 
and tops of the sleeves, the straps being 
nearly an inch wide, but sewn on beautifully. 

The hat worn was a large, soft turban of 
rich black velvet, without anything else 
about it, notevena buckle. The gloves were 
a delicate shade of buff, with wide white 
stitching. 

One of the handsomest modes that we are 


having this winter is that of the black vel- 


vet skirt and the lace coat made over white 
broadcloth. It is the richest combination 
that I have ever seen, and a woman can 
make herself. beautiful by wearing such a 
costume, The skirt must be made of fine 
silk back velvet, else the effect of richness 
and beauty is all lost. These skirts ure 
most perfectly fitted, too, the hips being 
followed as closely as in a tight-fitting bod- 
ice, and they are laced and buttoned at the 
back, and below the knees they flare and 
flaunt out about the feet and are long all 
round, the back dipping a little more than 
the sides. . 


The coat of white broadcloth is in the 
form of a rounded cutaway and is absolutely 
plain and tight fitting, with the seams held 
tight over the figure with featherbone. Over 
this is the coat of heavy gray or ecru lace, 
and the effect for richness is unsurpassed. 

Velvet skirts are also worn with long red- 
ingotes of cloth. The cloth garment rounds 
away from the front to show the velvet 
skirt, and about two inches of the velvet 
show all around at thé bottom. 

The velvet skirt is usually of black, al- 
though dark blue, purple, red, and brown 
are seen. The cloth redingote is always of 
pome rather light color, such as tan, gray, 
French drab, or electric blue. It is fitted to 
the figure like a princess dress and fastens 
in front. It is open below the belt and is 
trimmed all around from the throat to the 
back with two circular ruffies of the cloth, 
and there is no other trimming whatever.

New York was acquired by illegal traffic 
with the West Indian pirates. 

The meteoric six months’ career of Cap- 
tain Worley furnished abundant evidence of 
the complicity of New York merchants of 
high standing, but no action was ever taken 


‘against them. 


Captain Worley left New York in Septem- 
ber of 1718 with a small open boat and eight 
men armed wiiu six muskets (Meeting a 
shallop just outside the bay, they came 
alongside and boarded it before the own- 
ers discovered their intention. They ex- 
changed boats, keeping all that was serv- 
iceable, and in a few days found three small 
sloops anchored off the Jersey coast. These 
they capturedeasily; and, fitting out the best 
one, sailed on their way unmolested. At the 
end of five months they had a large, swift- 
sailing sloop and a shallop, well armed and 
manned. 

Off the coast of Virginia they saw two 
vessels heading for the James River, and at 
once decided to effect their capture. They 
hastened to reach the mouth of the river 
first. Seeing the peculiar maneuvers of the 
sloop and shallop, the people of Jamestown 
thought all four of the vessels were pirates 
coming to attack the town, and hasty prepa- 
rations were made for as strong a defense 
as possible. 

The two vessels approached without swerv- 
ing from their course, and when they were 
within hailing distance Worley raised the 
black flag. But the approaching vessels 
displayed in answer the colors of English 
men-of-war. 

The excited le of Jamestown had 
rushed down to the shore when the news 
of the approaching pirates spread among 
them, and a cheer echoed across the 
soon when they say that the pirates were 


ped. 

Worley and his men fought till only he and 
another man were left alive. These two 
were brought ashore and hanged at- once, 
so that the penalty could be exacted before 
they died of their wounds. Among the pa- 


pers found in their boats were receipted 


bills from numerous reputable New York 
merchants, together with considerable evi- 
dence to show that Worley had started on 
his career at their instigation. 

It is clear that there could have been no 
profit in piracy if there had not been a ready 
market for the booty, and the vast wealth 
accumulated at the riotous ports of Jamaica, 
Providence, St. Christopher, Martinique, 
Curacoa, and Barbadoes made many envious 
merchants at Marseilles, Liverpool, and New 
York endeavor to emulate the example. 

In 1712 the merchants of Marseilles openly 
fitted out a plundering expedition. Cassard, 
the corsair from Nantes, was placed in com- 
mand, He arrived at Surinam with thirty- 
eight well equipped vessels, and plun 
the Dutch with such wantonness and bru- 
tality that they abandoned their houses

I saw a gown today that came from Paris 
as it was taken out of its white tissue wrap- 
pings.

It was lined 
throughout with white taffeta silk, and one 
could scarcely see where the seams were in 
the body, so tightly were they held by 
featherbone: The garment laced all the way 
down the back to within three-quarters of 
a yard of the bottom, and it had a high- 
fitting collar.

| der began a steady bombardment of the 
forts.

Finding two vessels some distance from 
the main body, he attacked and captured 
them before the rest of the English fleet 


prizes he sailed on to Brest alone. But the 
political powers, if not the fates were against 
him, and the “ Hero of Nantes” was soon 
after thrown into prison on the charge of 
*“‘importuning the Cardinal and the King’s 
Ministers too much for so-called rights.” 
He was released after a long imprisonment, 
but it was to die of neglect in poverty and 
misery, robbed of his share in the rich spoils 
turned over to the merchants of Marseilles.
